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Loss of Workers Deplored 
As Navy Faces Huge Task 
Repairing Damaged. Ships 


More than 7500 employees at Hunter’s Point Naval 
Drydocks last Friday got what was perhaps their first true 
picture of the critical situation faced by American naval 
forces in the far Pacific in their war against the Japanese. 

At a rally held right in the shadow of a wounded air- 
craft carrier, Captain N. L. Rawlings, Commanding Officer 
of the Naval Drydocks, told his fellow workmen and offié- 
ers that the fleet had suffered heavy losses—either sunk or 
so badly damaged as to be out of action for an indefinite 
period—especially during the ai 30 days. 


Captain Rawlings told the sol- 
emn-faced, quiet crowd of men and 
women that he could “not under- 


stand the continued loss of work- 
ers” from the vital jobs to be done 


-—-jobs which MUST be done—at 


Hunter's Point in the face of these 
figures. y 

He pointed out that it must be 
perfectly obvious to every man and 
woman employed there that the 
Japanese are no push-over—be- 
cause all of these Point workers 
have seen the extent of damage to 
some of the ships which come here 
for repairs. He declared that sev- 
eral thousand employes had left 
their jobs at the drydocks in a 
short space of time since V-Ei day— 
and again vehemently. expressed 
the need for still more skilled work- 
ers at the yard. 

In support of his demand and 
plea that every worker remain on 
his job, and the declaration of a 
need for more workers, the Com- 
manding Officer cited ship after 
ship which had been delayed in the 
completion. of its overhaul here; 
Some delays being repeated as 
many as four times—and one, fi- 
nally sent to sea, the Captain re- 
minded his listeners, was even now 
back in the yard, unfinished. 

The Commanding Officer stated 
that there had been so much infor- 
mation published recently in the 
papers with respect to the effect on 
the war of V-H day—reconversion 
plans, that many people had. been 
left with the impression that the 
war in large part was over and 
hence the services of employes at 
Hunter’s Point were no longer ur- 
gently needed. 

The effects of such statements 
had naturally made many persons 
feel that their services at Hunter’s 
Point were no longer necessary and 
it had resulted in a large loss of 
personnel at a time when their 
services were most needed. 

“Anyone who reads the newspa- 
pers,” he said, “is bound to be im- 
pressed by the amount of damage 
which our ships are inturring in 
the Pacific. As was to be expected 
this damage has increased as we 
approach the shores. of Japan. It 
will unquestionably continue to- in- 
crease as we near the coast of Chi- 
na and the Japanese main islands. 

“Notwithstanding the very fine 
progress which has been made in 
the war with Japan, the Japanese 

‘are far from licked. This, I can pos-

Many of the children—and there 
are dozens, including at least 20 
small pabics wera So young they 
could remember little of life before 
coming under the rule of the Japa- 
nese in the. Philippines. And the 
babies and tsome of the smaller 
children, were born in the danger 
of being crushed by the Japanese. 

The adults and older children 
clearly were reveling in their free- 
dom from. fear and want as they 
became accustomed to life again 
in the United States. 


Brought to the Point by the 


American Red Cross which met the 
big ship with a fleet of busses and 
station wagons, the gallant band 
was greeted in their new tempo- 
rary homes by officials of the San 
Hrancisco Housing Authority, on 
hand. to extend every aid possible. 

In each room provided for the 


new arrivals, the Authority had — 


placed a beautiful bouquet of Cali- 
fornia-grown flowers, and a basket 
of fruit. 


Children of residents at the Point 


rushed in to help handle the bag- 
gage of their new neighbors, and 
arrangements were set up ‘by the 
Red Cross with help from the Hous- 
ing Authority to handle inquiries, 
send messages and make contact 
with friends and relatives through- 
out the country. The Red Cross 
maintained an information conter 
for the evacuees at the’ new Gym- 


nasium at Navy Point, handling  _ 


countless .requests. 

Also provided by the Red Cross 
were group trips for the men and 
women to various parts of the city, 
and on shopping tours. 

Clothes-hungry women were wide 
eyed at the choice of clothing and 
accessories in the stores at the 
Point, and in the shops downtown. 
The department store at Ridge Point 
stayed open late Saturday ‘and’ all 
day on Sunday to serve them. The 
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“In view of increased risk and 
continuing damage to our ships in 
operations close to enemy home- 
land and in order to sustain the 
offensive to maximum degree and 
to speed the day of victory, it is 
vitally necessary that ships be re- 
paired and returned to service in 
the shortest possible time. I urge 
that you bend every effort to that 
end.”

As Work Inereases at Yard 


6-Day Week Retained-—-But 
Hours Lenethened, Says CO 


Hunter’s Point Naval Drydocks will retain the six-day 


week, it has been announced 


by the Commanding Officer, 


Captain N. L. Rawlings—but the work day in some instances 
will be upped from eight hours to nine in the face of the 
heaviest work load in the yard’s history. 

In a statement to all employees of the yard, Captain 


Rawlings made these points: 


1. There is every evidence that this work load will con- 
tinue to increase—and we are faced with a critical shortage 
of skilled men in the following trades: machinists, electri- 
cians, sheetmetal men, boilermakers, coppersmiths. 


2. Formerly an eight-hour day,’ 
the following activities will be 
among: those put on a nine-hour 
daily schedule: Planning and Esti- 
mating, Type Desk Planning and 
Estimators of the Planning Divi- 
sion. ; 

3. When and as it becomes nec- 
essary in order to meet peak load 
conditions, the work day of the 
Design Section and the Accounting 
Division, etc., may be lengthened. 

Wider use will be made of Sat- 
urday night and Sunday shifts, 
both in office and outside forces 
when work load requires it. 

It was pointed out that unless 
the persent situation is met with 
inereased output by all hands our 
ships will be delayed in returning 
to the Pacific where they are sore- 
ly needed, and that they will not 
receive the improvements so vital- 
ly needed for their effective oper- 
ation and protection of personnel. 


Red Cross To Make 
Woolen Squares 


San Francisco has set out to meet 
something new in war appeals—a 
mountainous pile of little knitted 
woolen squares, each four by six 
inches. Eventually they will become 
25,000 afghans as throw covers for 
the wounded in military hospitals 
throughout the nation. 

The. campaign to produce this 
handiwork was launched this week 
by the American Red Cross. More 
than 3,500,000 squares in all will be 
needed, and San Francisco Chap- 
ter’s quota is “as many as we can 
produce”, according to Mrs. Philip 
J. Coxon, chairman of the chapter 
production corps. 

Assembled from these piecemeal 
efforts of women in all parts of 
the country, the coverlets will rival 
the old patchwork quilts in gaiety 
and unique design, Mrs. Coxon said.

Housing Furnished 
100 Navy Seabees, 
Speeding Repairs 


The San Francisco Housing Au- 
thority this week again had made 
a direct contribution to success of 
the fighting fleet of the U. S. Navy 
by furnishing dormitory quarters 
at the Point for approximately 700 
Navy “Se@bees” brought here to 
help speed vital ship repair work at 
Hunter’s Point Naval Drydocks. 

Assignment of such naval person- 
nel to this duty served to point up 
the repeated declaration of the Na- 
val Drydocks’ commanding officer, 
Captain N. L. Rawlings, and those 
of other high officials, that, Hunt- 
er’s Point is in desperate need of 
skilled help if victory in the Pacific 
is to be hastened. 

Captain Rawlings emphasized the 
fact that the skill of these men is 
also needed among the ships of the 
fleet now in action, and that their 
presence here is only “to secure 
some measure of immediate relief 
for th critical manpower situation” 
at the yard. 

“This valuable assistance”, the 
commanding officer said, “is made 
possible . . . through the ayaila- 
bility at this time of sufficient dor- 
mitory quarters to provide hous- 
ing for these men.” 

As soon as skilled civilian help 
is recruited to fill these vital jobs, 
the Navy men will be reassigned to 
regular duty, and their present 
quarters turned over to those civil- 
ian workers. 

The Housing Authority turned 
several dormitory buildings at 
South Gate over to the use of these 
Navy men. However, it is not ex- 
pected that their stay here will be 
a lengthy one, since employee re- 
cruiting is going ahead on an un- 
precedented scale according to Na- 
vy spokesmen.

beauty shop did an unprecedented 
business. 

And the children were bug-eyed 
when first presented with a fancy 
ice-cream sundae, milk-shake or 
soda. Some of them had never seen 
candy or ice-cream and hardly 
knew how to deal with them. 

Many of these former independ- 
ent fighters for freedom and de- 
mocracy left a day or two after 
arrival here. Others have remained 
for a longer time while getting in 
contact with their homes or friends. 
Nearly all have left by this time. 

The Infirmary at Navy Point 
handled a number of the people who 
had need of some medical atten- 
tion. Several came in to have dres- 
sings changed, for treatment of 
scratches or other slight wounds, 
and some were examined for possi- 
bilities of illnesses, according to 
Mrs. Alma Gravem, head nurse of 
the Infirmary, which is operated 
by the U. S. Public Health Service. 
Mrs. Gravem said all who come in 
will be given attention—and that 
those without funds are cared for 
through a special fund set up by 
USPHS. The infirmary is still to be 
available first to residents of Hunt- 
er’s Point, it was pointed out. 


Children Can’t Get 
Used To Fresh Milk 


Freedom from the breathing near- 
ness of war, the -hazards of the 
hunted, and the frequent pangs of 
hunger meant these things to many 
of the evacuees brought to Hunt- 
er’s.Point recently from the Philip- 
pines: 

Several mothers inquired of hous- 
ing project managers or the Red 
Cross, where “can we get dried 
milk? The children have never had 


_ fresh milk until now and we can’t 


get them to drink it... .” Only 
answer was that dried milk is not 
obtainable here . . . because it is 
all being shipped £0 the Philip- 
pines. . 

Children gave Girants a bad time 
of it for the first two or three 
nights ... seems the youngsters 
were unable to sleep on the soft 
beds provided ... and mothers and 
dads had to restrain them from 
bouncing up and down on the 
springy mattresses. The boys and 
girls slept fine on the floors... 
they were even more comfortable 
than the rooty ground of the Phil- 
ippine jungles. 

Some youngsters saw and tasted 


- for the first time one of the favor- 


ite fruits of California—cherries. 
But had to be watched carefully at 
first, because they began eating 
them stems, pits and all... after 
@ demonstration by one of the many 


- “gtates-side” natives, on hand to 


help, they were doing as well as 
anyone. . . and cherry pits were 
flying in all directions. 
_ Many of them also saw and ate 
oranges at’the Point for the first 
time in their lives . . . and those 
bright colored, sweet tasting ices 
on a stick. ..and ice cream cones, 
lollypops and candy bars. 
Countless hundreds of people just 
like these are still in the Philip- 
pines, hoping their children, too, 
ean get back to America and free- 
dom. That’s why ships must be re- 
paired quickly, and why more 
Bonds must be purchased. by every- 
one at home. 


A Warlike City 

San Francisco has been declared 
“the most warlike city’ in the na- 
tion, due to its role as the staging 
base for the Pacific war. 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
attributes the fact that Admiral 
Halsey is able , to stay at sea for 
weeks in delivering blows against 
the Japs, to the steady flow of 
supplies through this’ port. 

And Admiral Nimitz has express- 
ed himself along the same line. He 
regards this port as the key to 
the success of the war.

itively state, represents the opinion 
of the highest Naval authorities. 
We still have a long way to go in 
our war with Japan and damage 
to ships and loss of personnel will 
undoubtedly increase. 

“Here we have at present the 
heaviest workload in our history. 
There is no question in my mind 
but that this workload will con- 
tinue to increase. The damages 
which have occurred over a period 
of 30 days, even though we have 
not reached the shores of China or 
Japan, clearly indicates to me that 
we may surely expect greater dam- 
ages and more ships to repair at 
Hunter’s Point. 

“Therefore, anyone before leav- 
ing the Yard under these condi- 
tiéns, should realize that his serv- 
ices can ill be spared at Hunter’s 
Point and his loss will simply mean 
delaying the return of our vessels 
to the Fleet. 

“Notwithstanding the critical 
shortage of manpower facing Hunt- 
er’s Point, we lost, through separa- 
tions, in ‘the last two months, 3,000 
employees. I think many of these 
employes left us because they fail- 
ed to realize how urgently needed 
their services are. We have been 
and will continue to be a vital part 
of the war effort.” 

Captain Rawlings pointed out 
that Hunter’s Point now needs ap- 
proximately 7,000 additional’ em- 
ployes to adequately handle the 
work in hand and provide for the 
known increase in work which will 
come, : 

‘I would like to ask every man 
and woman now. at Hunter’s Point,” 
he said, “to ask himself these ques- 
tions: ‘Am I doing everything with- 
in my power to get my job at Hunt- 
er’s Point done as quickly as possi- 
ble? Am I doing everything within 
my power to help my fellow em- 
ploye get his job done ag quickly 
as possible? Am I doing everything 
within my power to prevail upon 
those fellow employes who are con- 
sidering leaving Hunter’s Point to 
remain on the job and help us get 
our job done?’” 

Captain -Rawlings declared that 
all hands will be needed at Hunt- 
er’s Point not only for the duration 
of the war with Japan, but for. at 
least one or two years after that 
war, according to a statement from 
no less an authority than the Sec- 
retary of the Navy himself.
